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Miami County, of which Hillsdale is one of the remain- 
ing villages, is located next to the state of Missouri, with 
Johnson County on the north, Franklin County on the west, 
and Linn County on the- south, it is located in. the second 
tier. of counties. south from the Kansas River, 


When the county was organized, it was named Lykins in 
honor of David Lykins, a long-time resident of the county, 
The first Legislature of the Territory passed an act in 1855 
settling the bounds as being twenty-four -square miles, and 
being south of Johnson County, With twenty - four square 
miles, the county contained 368,610 acres, The name was 
changed from Lykins to Miami by the Legislature on June 3, 
1861, and on March 3, 1868, an act was approved to add one- 
haif extra mile on the west of the county, adding: the 
equivalent of twelve sections or 7,680 acres, Miami County, 
turough- the process sof spanning oub,. lost. three half 
sections or 900 acres, thence, the exact acreage of today is 


375,360 acres, 


‘Bull Creek, a large strcam in Marysville Towmship, 
enters Miami Gounty on the north and flows south into the 
Marais des Cygnes, Little Bull and Ten Mile Creeks are 
tributarics in this same area, 


Marysville Township, like’ other townships in Miami 
County, is blesscd with rich, fcortile bottom lands; and is 
gently rolling with rocky hilltops, ..The Lard, except around 
the crecks and branches, is mostly. praoairic-like in nature, 


Numerous trecs are native to Kansas and Miami County, 
The statc trcoc, the Cottonwood, is found in various placcs 
over the county. Other nativcegrown trces include the: 
mulborry, maple, hackborry, hickory, linn (basswood), coffcc- 
bean, and the many kinds of oake-Spanish, black, burr, anéd 
post. Jwo kind of nut-producing trccs are also found--the 
walnut and tho pocan, 


In Marysvillc Township the Indians wore onecc an impor. 
‘tant group, On the northcrn two and a quartcr milcs of the 
towmmship, tho Shawnec Roscrvation was prominent, Thcy lived 
here until 1866, when thoy moved to Indian Torritory. : 
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The Confederated Tribes had possession of the remainder 
of the township. These Confederated Tribes consisted of the 
Weas, Piankishaws, Peorias, and Kaskaskias, The Confederated 
Tribes had previously lived in Southern Illinois, Eastern 
Missouri, St. Genevieve to be exact, was the next landing 
snot for these tribes in 1818, The Weas and Piankishaws 
moved to Miami County in 18273; in a year or two, the Peorias 
came: and in 1832 the Kaskaskias traveled to this area, From 
that time until 185lL, the Indians lived here and were undis- 
turbed, 


In 185l., when the settlers came, the Indians thon final- 
ly decided to move once morc, In 1866 o Government treaty 
provided for them to buy iand in Indian Territory. The 
treaty was ratified in 1868, ond most of the Indians moved 
at that time, The ones who remained became prosperous and 


.respected citizens of their communities, 


The Miami Indians were the first settlers in Miami 
Gounty. However, they did not settle in Marysville Township 
but located in the southern and eastern portions of the 
county. 


There are storics told about the Indims,-.but one told 
to the author that stands out in particular was told by 
Harry Watson, One day his father, James A, Watson, who was 
then a small boy, was wading in Cottonwood Greek, He was 
minding his own business when he looked up! There sat seve 
eral Indians on their ponies, The young boy was frightered 
almost out of his wits and ran all the way home, 


Another story is that James Watsonts parents hada 
house that had been painted yellow, -At a very early hour 
one morning, while the family was asleep, Indians came up 
and encircled the house, The family was afraid that -tho 


-Ineions had.gone on the warpath, Instead thcy loved the 


color of the house and wore admiring it, 


Mrs, Clco (Officer) Bryant remembcors her mother relating 
stories of the Indians they had as neighbors when she was a 
small girl, 


The term Jayhawkcer is quite closcly associated with 
Miami County and even to Marysville Township, The name. 
started from a Frec-Stato Irishman, Pat. Devlin, He was: met 
one morning aftor he had mado a “raid” and was asked if he 
had been on a foraging expedition, Pat replicd that he had 
and added he had been out 'jayhawking!, Then he explained 
what jayhawking was, 
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I have been out foraging off the oncny, and 
while riding home on me baste, I bethought me of 
the bird we have in Ireland, we call the jayhawk, 
which takes delight in worryint its prey before 
devouring it, and I thought 'jayhawking! a good 
name for the business I was in meself, 


Pat Devlin was killed in the fall of 1860, in Aurora, Colore 
do. 


IG is a coincidence that Marshald Cleveland, the last 
but not least of these “jayhawkers", should be killed on 
almost the exact spot where the name originated, Marshall 
Cleveland had received a post in the Civil “War, but resigned 
less than three weeks after he had received it, Then he 


‘went around with some of his fellow soldiers robbing in the 


name of “Liberty”, They stole property and money from many 
people, 2 


Of particular interest to this story, Cleveland had 
stolen $125 from H. L..Lyon and considerable property from 
Joseph and John Bects, 3 "He was wanted by the cavalry and a 
posse was sent aftcr him, He was finally found in a hotel 
in Osawatomie, When the posse was ready to seize the hotel, 
Cleveland broke from that place, He headed for Pottawatomia 
Crool whero Pat Deviin had’ talked to his ncoighbor about 

“ Jayhawking", Private John Johnson followed Cloveland, He 
watched him approach the creek, Then Johnson pursued, stood 
on the top of the bank, and fired the fatal shot into 
Gleveland, Thus, the name Jayhawker was from then on con- 
nected with Kansans, 


As you drive along in the country north and west of 
Hillsdale, you sometimes wonder how the first white’ settlers 
felt when they came to this part of Miami County, Kansas, 
It was mid-fall when five men braved the wilds to. stake 
their claims in this Indian Territory, Those five hearty 
men who camo first in October of 185) were: Jobn and Janes 
Beets, Thomas Warren, J, G, McDaniel, and John Hicks, The 
latter, John Hicks, settled on Section 32, Township 15, 
Range -23, The others setticd on Sections he Cif eof and 8, 
respectively, in Township 16, Range 23, (which sce} These

It is unknown when the first house was constructed in 


this area, but it was sometime between 1855-1560, Et, is 
said that the house was built for a stagecoach stop. It is 
the home now owned by Mir, and Mrs, Keith Hawk, A twoecent 


piece dated 1865 and a one=cent piece dated 1858 were found 
under the stairwell by Mr, Hawk, The two-cent piece was in 
better condition than the other coin except for being tar- 
nished,. 


The house was put together with square nails and- the 
main woods were native oak and walnut, The window casings 
and doors were made of walnut and the rafters were hand-hevn 
walnut, From five to twenty years later the room now used 
for a kitchen was addcd, It was 'insulated! with old Hills- 
dale newspapers dated about 1878, These were discovered by 
Mr, and Mrs, Hawk while redecorating their home, The floor 
upstairs was native oak boards ioe in Sracet rom Lox 6-0 
1x 10, The dowmstairs was made from 1 6 white pine, The 
walls were finished about half way up ae white pine wain- 
scoting, The trim around the top was oak chair rail, 


There were two rooms upstairs and four rooms dowm- 
Stairs originally. Instead of having a storm cellar, the 
house had a rockelincd basement, Originally three stoves 
wero kept to heat the housc, but whethor this was accom 
plished it. is doubtful, 
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Tho wood for this houso was not hauled Prom Westport 
Landing, as most lumbcor was in those days, but from the towm 
of Leavenworth, it took the haulers three days to get it 
here by oxen, 


On April 12, 1861, the most terrifying thing that ever 
happened to this country occurred!

The railroad was planned in 1867 before Hillsdale was 
actually laid out, The preceding agreement is just a sample 
of what everyone had to go through when the railroad went 
through their property, 


In the late summer and early fall of 1868, the cemetery 
was laid out at Hillsdale, It is said that one of the young 
men working at the job was just casually asking everybody 
who they thought would be the first to be buried there, 
This young man took cold on the job and caught pneumonia and 
died early the next year, -His tombstone reads as such:

Another reason was given as thus: "There was another

The property where Hillsdale now stands was purchased 
from Mrs, Emily Musser by 0, Chanute, This accounts for tho 
section callod the Chanutc!s Addition, Purchase price was 
$990.00.

Mr, Eaton 
came from old Tontzville, He operated a general store in 
Beiledate until vise lave years, 2 inen his) son, Charles, 
assisted him, When Mr, Eaton died in 1920 Charles took over 
the business, Joe Young was in partnership with him for a 
period of several years, Joe sold out after World War I.

Baton went scmething in this fashion--Four pairs jeans sold 
for $3,603; a washboard sold for 35¢: and five dozen eggs for 
50¢. The most amazing price was Ewenl sy pounds of beef for 
$1.00, Kerosene sold for hO¢ a gallon, 


On June 7, 1873, a meeting of the Presbyterian Church 
was called to meet in Hillsdale at 5 otclock P,M, for the 
purpose of changing the name and the place of service, It 
Was unanimously carried to change the mme to Hillsdale Cum- 
berland Presbyterian Church and for the services to be held 
in Hillsdale instead of Marysville. 


On the first of April, 1875 the cemetery was finally 
organized formally. This is the agreement as it was made on 
that dates

There were two physicians, Dr. Morrison was one. of 
these and either Dr, Bias or Dr, Fisher was the other, These 
two doctors came to the town about the same time, 


In a June editorial this is what was said about the 
prosperity of the community--"Since the first of January, 
Uys ponte has been three hundred cars: of corn shipped from 
there, "< (Meaning Hillsdale)

Mr, Christopher states that he, with the help of Mr,

Some of the first numbers to be given when the tele- 
phone company started in Hillsdale are listed under 1906, 
Those listed under 1961 are those in use today, Two of the 
numbers are almost the same as in the beginning, Mrs, 
Coburn's Store has always been number five, Cleo Bryant has 
the same number her parents had when she was a girl, The 
lists are as follows:

time when C, W. Litchfield moved here from Kansas City’,

In 1906, A. N,. and Grant Protzman built the elevator on 
the west side of town. This elevator is still operating, 
but has oexpandod: and modernized, After his father's death, 
Grant continued to operate the clevator until 1923, He 
then sold the business to the Farmers! Union and moved with 
his fomily to Hexford, Kansas, Walter Walker. worked with

The elevator was then operated by the Farmers! Union 
under the supervision of W. 0. Young until 1928 when the 
business was purchased by Harry Fessonden, Mr, Fessenden 
successfully managed the clevator until 195. At that time 
ho sold it to Mr,, Charics McBrearty who-kept it only six 
years. In 1951, Mr, Fessenden again purchased the business 
and continucd its operation until 195l. Hershel Lewis

Hillsdalc at one time had two olcvators, In tho early

The engine jumped the track, escended a _ steep bank, 
and imbedded itself in the ground several feet, They hired 
every wagon in the country to get them to haul the spilled

"Uncle Bun'' Rowland was postmaster from 1896 until 
Tele. Next appointment was Myrtle Malone who served for 
about four years, In 1913, Joe Upton began carrying the

The teachers -in the ‘school ‘system at ‘the ‘“Hilisdale 
Consolidated Grade School at the present time find many 
changes in the methods of teaching the “3 Ris" as well as 
changes in the school building itself, There are four 
classrooms; a music room; modern restrooms; a gym used for 
play area, basketball games, school programs and other 
school-connected activities; and a welleequipped modern 
kitchen, From this kitchen comes the aroma of the delicious 
food being prepared by the Lunch Room Dietitians, This 
makes the noon hour eagerly awaited by the hungry students, 
Those who assisted in the lunch room last year were Pauline 
Smith, Loucinda Weaver, and Vivian Mayes, The average en- 
rollment for the school year 1960-1961 was 100. The school 
had sixteen craduates, the largest class since the beginning 
of graduations at Hillsdale four yeers ago, The toachers 
for 60-61 term were: Bouloh Young, Ethel Savidge, Pauline 
Riley, Holen Schowengordt, and Dale Holloway was the prin- 
cipal, Del Smith was the custodian, 


Tho school board for the 1960-1961 school year were: 
Horold Hichardson, Director: Dick Mott, Treasurers and Clerk 
Robert Weaver, 


Thus the history of our village draws to a close, I 
have tried to give the important events and the changes made 
through the years, The search has been interesting and re- 
vealing, I am convinced that though this is only a village, 
the people who came here as:piloneers were as Sincere in 
their purpose as the founders of our country. Many people 
have come and gone, but most people who grew up or have ree 
mained in this community very long, hold fond memories of 


past expericnces, Still today the citizens of our village 
are friendly, sincere, and wholesome folk. As Charlcy

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EMILY MUSSER 


' Emily Musser, the woman who laid out the tow of 
Columbia, which is now Hillsdale, was born about 1832, on 
the Atlantic Ocean, She was married three times, 


The first marriage was to Erick Musser, He died May 6, 
1835, at the age of thirty-nine years, They had five child- 
ren=Harriet Ann Musser; Sarah F, Musser; Henry Clifton le 
sser; Eliza Jane Musser and Etta Maria Musser, 


The second marriage was to Joseph Peterson on October 
28, 1866, at Marysville, Kansas. A son, William H, Peterson, 
wes born August 17, 1667. The marriage ended unhappily in 
March, 1868, by divorce, 


The final marriage was to James Crawford on November 
27, 1870, at Columbia (Hillsdale), Kansas, Mr, Crawford was 
born about 1813, 


The Musser name is unusual in many ways. One is be-~ 
cause in. many of the older records in the Miami County 
Courthouse, Paola, Kansas, the name is incorrectly spelled 
as MERCER, Mrs, Musser was.quite an active person in spite 
of the fact that she had only one arm, 


Mrs, Musser died at the home of hor daughter, Mrs, Tom 
“Hottie Frazier on February 19, 1910, Sho was buricd tho 
next Sunday, the twenticth, in Hillsdale Comctcry,.

P, C, EATON 


Phincas Capon Eaton was born in Massachusetts, March 
22, 1837. When three years of age, he movod with his parents 
to Rochester, New York, whore ho resided until 1853, 


He then moved to Illinois and engaged in farming, He 
enlisted July 27, 1861, as a private in Ccmpany D, Ninth 
Regiment, Missouri Volunteers and was transferred to the 


Fifty-ninth Illinois Infantry, He was promoted to First 
sergeant and hs served four years and six months, He itss 


discharged in ‘January, 1866. 


He came to Kansas in the spring of 1868, and located at 
Tontzville, Marysville Township, in O71 he boushh out +s, 
G. Smith, a general merchant in Hillsdale, He was appointed 
postmaster in June, 1871. 


He was married to Louisa Thorp in Kansas, Mrs, Eaton 
was born in Ohio and her widowed mother and family were 
among the pioneers of Kansas in 1855, 


He had a farm of eighty acres situated in Marysville 
Township; “also eleven acres adjoining tow, of which five 
acres were kept for a park,"2> This was formerly lmown as 
Eaton's Grove, Eaton's Grove is now the new cemetery in the 
town of Hillsdale, 
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H, L. LYON 


Mr. Lyon was one of the most respected of all citizens 
of Hillsdale when he died on March 2, 1883, He was born in 
Patrick County, Virginia, March 2h, 1826, He was married in 
Van Buren (Cass County), Missouri in 1831. to Miss Mary A, 
Tuggle. Soon after Mr, and Mrs, Lyon came to live in Marys- 
ville Township, Mrs. Lyon died. This tragic event occurred 
on May 3, 1856, Trying to keep her vividly in his mind, Mr, 
Lyon and James Beets laid out a town with Marysville as its 
nane in honor of his wife, 


Mr, Lyon had a mercantile business with Mr, .Jonathm 
Miller but this dissolved when the Civil War came along, 
Mr. Lyon at one time even made a study of medicine, After 
he came back from the war in 1866, he sold his stock to 
Thomas Hollenback, who moved the entire “lock, stock, and 
barrel" to Hillsdale, 


Lulu Lyon Young, 2a daughter of Mr, Lyon lived in the 
community for many years, she was active in community life 
and did much to promote choir music of the church, 


JOSEPH BEETS 


Joseph Beets was born in Northeast Tennessee, in Hawkirm 
County, on May 16, 1818. He moved to Van Buren (Cass 
County), Missouri in 183, He was marricd to Mrs, Louisa 
Patten, widow of William A, Patten, They were united in 
marriage in Cass Gounty, Missouri, 


He entered the Civil War shortly after the conflict had 
begun, 


Their children were: Eliza, wife of Aaron Harbison; 
Peverea, Marys menry  psenancy 8,3. conn vee: Fanny; Jobn Ls 
and Ida, wife of William Richardson, school teacher, 


CHARLES G, UPTON 


One time teacher in. Hillsdale, Charles G, Upton was 
born in Do Witt County, Illinois, February 29, 1852, He 
came to Kansas with his parents in 1868, . Ho studicd five

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OUR HERITAGE 


About .fifty years aiter Columbus discovered America, 
a search was being made for a fabulous land called Quivera, 
a land where everyone ; lived-with all the gold they wanted. 
In 151, Francisco Vesquez de Coronado anda small band of 
men headed in a northeastwardly direction out of New Mexico. 
Coronado had been inspired by an Indian-slave, named Turk, 
about the fabulous land where even the slaves drank from 
gold vessels, 


In June of 1542, Coronado entered Kansas. He traveled 
until he found a Wichita Indian Village. Upon seeing the 
dark-skinned, half-naked people, he Iimew that Quivera was 
merely a fable, Coronaco spent about a month in Kansas bee 
fore giving up entirely and returning to New Mexico. 


If Coronado had come to what is now Hillsdale, he would 
not have found a city of gold or encountered anyone drinking 


from a gold flask, Instead, he would have found rich, fer- 
tiles ¢ields; clear -rippling streams: andan unhindered 
abundance of timber. ourvival would have been easy for 


Coronado and his rugged men, He could have found food in 
various animals such as the “hump-backed oxen", or buffalo; 
the rabbit; the squirrel; and other game animals. Hides 
from these animals would have made their winter apparel. 
But since Coronado did not come to Hilisdate, all that has 
been here until the time when the first white men came, were 


the Indians.

John Tontz was married August 26, 1852, to Miss Jane 
Montgomery, a native of Kentucky. She died November 10-1856 
srideas) buried in dilinols. sShevlert-one .son, Christian, 2ho 
died in 1873 and is buried in Girard. 


In 1858 he was married to Miss Elizabeth Taylor who was 
a native of England. She died in 1860 and is buried in the 
Johnson County Cemetery. They had one child. 


In 1861, John Tontz was once again married....this time 
to.a Pennsylvania girl. by the name of . Miss Margaret Jane 
Hermann. They had five children. 


Mr, Tontz was active publicly, socially,

In figures two and three, we see pictures of the s 
in its' present setting. Pipure two gives us a pictu 
the gymnasium, which was completed in 1957. Figure 


shows the rain building which was completed and moved int 
about 1926, 
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Figure four is. the Hillsdale Depot prior to 1900. There 

are many interesting features of this old photo. In. the 
extreme left background one can see the old water tani as it 
ieee in years past. The semaphore which was nemoved only a 
Tew years packsis plainly’ seen in this old print. On the

extreme right side of the photo, it shows the side traci: 
which ran on the east side of the depot. 
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Figure five is the depot as it is today. In this re-+ 
cent photograph the elevator is visible and on the left of 
the elevator one of the any grain bins is visible.

The post office as'it set on the east side of tow is 


depicted in figure six. The lady standing in front is one 
of the ex-postmasters, Myrtle Malone. This pos toffice is 
the one that was converted from the old doctor's office, It

Figure £even reveals the postoffice as-it is today. 
Mrs, Bernadine Guge is the present postmaster. 


Figure eight shows the Presbyterian Church as it was 


originally built for the Hillsdale people. This picture 
reminds us of its' age by showing us the old hitching racks 
in’ frvont<of the’ building, To the left of the church in the 
woode d area, sets what was Imowm for many years as “Eaton's 
Grove" This was once a great place for having picnics and 


other ae of entertainment, 


the Presbyterian Church as it- is= today is: victured 4n 
figure nine. There has been a small change in this scewxe 
Since the photo was taken, A new door has replaced the 
double doors in the front, plus a netr awning over the door. 
This picture shows the addition that the Presbyterians have 
added to their church for more classrooms, 


Figure ten shows the Methodist Church as it was first 
built. This photo, as does the early photo of the Presby- 
terian Church, shows the hitching racks. To the right. of 
the church stands the parsonage, which is now occupied by 
Mrs. Maud Boslaugh. 


The Methodist Church today is pictured in figure eleven. 
peveral new belfrys have: been added and torm dom. Net 
doors have replaced older ones plus the chimney which has 
been removed since figure ten was taken. 


Pigure twelve depicts an -elderly Hillsdal GiGi 4en, 
Mrs, Eva Craven, feeding her chickens. In the enone 
we can see behind her several of the old buildings, starting 
right to left, we can see Eaton's Store (now Cobvrn's Store), 
the home formerly occupied by Mrs, Stella Rennick, and to 
the extreme left the town hotel may be seen.

Today the elevator looks much as it does in figure 
fifteen. This photo shows the colorful signs that can be 
séen on the west side of the building. In front, behind the 
truck and the trailer, one can see the scale house. This 
has been completed only a few years 


Now let's take a quick look at the towm of Hillsdale as 
it stands today. In figure sixteen we see Coburn's Store--it 
is managed by Mrs. Minnie Coburn with the assistance of Mrs, 
Mico Waite. This is the store formerly occupied and oper- 
ated by HEatons. 


Pigure seventeen shows Roy's Grocery. It is managed by 
Mr. and. Mrs. Roy Lawrence. This was formerly occupied by 
Myre wen. barter’ s' Grocery .

66 Station. He and his son, Charles, operate this station

Soon to be outdated is the building shown in figure 


twenty. As the conve sion to dial phones takes place the 
suitchbo@ d that is located in this house will soon become 
obsolete. Making Hillsdale a more modern town, dial tele- 


phones will also become a time-saver. 


The sign reads “Muriel's Beauty Shop" and this is the 
building shotm in figure twenty-one. This shop, which is 
lotated juste-off U.S. Highway 169, is operated by Muriel 
Craven. ; 


Marysville Township Hail is shotm in figure twenty-two. 
This building was once occupied by the Christian Church. 
Now it handles much of the transactions and business of the 
township. 


Figure twenty-three is a scene from the cemetery. Cn 
the tombstone in the imme diate foreground it reads: “Erick 
Musser, Died May 6th, 1865, Aged 39 Years." This is Emily 
Musser's Lirst nusband. As you will recall she was the lady 
who laid out the town of Cclumbia which is now Hillsdale. 
As far as the author and others can learn, next to oie 
Musser is buried his: wife, ‘Emily Musser. The gr is 


probably located within the area covered by the three Sain ¥ 
bushes located to the left of the stone. 
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The DWYC, a group of women of the Hillsdale Methodist 
Church, had their start some lO years ago. Karly in the 
1920's a group of women met at the home of their teacher and 
organized a group whose purpose was to supplement the work 
of the ladies aid in their Church. Gradually the two groups 
merged and today there is just the DWYC. The name was taken 
from the motto, “Do what. you can for the Lord." 


The group has been very active through the years and has 
done many things to help both their church and the community. 
Mrs. CC, WU. Litchfield, who now lives in Merriam, served as 
president for 25 years. Many others have given much time 
and effort to live up to their motto. 


The women have sponsored many church suppers and ice 
cream socials to raise funds for their work. 


During the early years of the Presbyterian Church, the 
ladies! organization was known as the Ladies Aid Society. 
This group met once a week in Eaton's Hall and did guilting. 
They also sponsored other activities in support of the 
church, 


When this group ceased to be active, another was soon 
started. A-meeting was called during the early 1920's in a 
home of one of the members and the (that-So-Ever Society was 
organized, Meetings were first held in afternoons at= some 
member's home, but with so many working, it was changed to 
meet in the evening and at the Sunday School room in the 
church. New officers are elected each year. For over Oo 
years they have sponsored various projects such as, church 
dinners, ite cream socials, ‘bazaars, silent auctions, and 
sale dinners to raise money in support of the church. 


Hillsdale is proud to claim as former citizens several 
who have achieved noted success in their chosen field, One 
of the most noted -is Dr. Charlies Dennie of Kansas City. 
Almost everyone has heard of Dr. Dennie'ts achievematts in 
dermatology. 


As a young lad, Dr. Dennie came with his parents to 
‘Hillsdale. He attended elementary school here. During this 
time he became associated with Dr. P. J, Morrison who took a 
liking to the lad, ‘took him into his-home,. and. sent him to 
medical school. Dr, Dennie has. seid’ he was always grateful 
to Dr. Morrison for his kindness in supporting his’ medical 
education, 


Dr, vonnie*s nobby is writing. He has written several 
books and weekly columns in newspapers, He “is past presi- 
dent of the American Dermatological Association.
